America and the Far East 


By Bruno Lasker, American Council, Institute of Pacific Relations 


N THE last few years American interest in the Far East has both spread and 

deepened. There are more college courses dealing with that area. Its critical 
political situation enters into nation-wide projects in adult education. There 
is a steady demand for lively reading matter on China and Japan to supplement 
high school courses. The chief reason for this growth of interest is, of course, the 
violation by Japan of the treaty which guarantees the territorial integrity of 
China. For Americans the Far East has become a potential source of serious 
trouble. (See “The Manchurian Conflict,” an editorial article by Joseph Barnes in 
Bookuist 28:455, Jl 32) 
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Po.iticaL Issues 


The recent history of American diplomacy in this region, which has carried 
over from the last Republican to the present Democratic Administration, is set 
forth by former Secretary of State Henry L. Stimson in The Far Eastern Crisis 
(Harper, 1936. $3.75). A brief exposition of the present Administration’s views is 
given by Stanley K. Hornbeck, of the State Department, in an address on Prin- 
ciples of American Policy in Relation to the Far East (Department of State Pub- 
lication 507, U. S. Superintendent of Documents, 1934. 5c). Chapters on 
“Japanese Expansion and the Open Door,” on “Naval Ratios and National 
Policies,” and on “The Independence of the Philippines” are to be found in The 
United States in World Affairs, 1934-35, by Whitney Shepardson and William 
O. Scroggs (Harper, 1935. $3). More individual discussions of American policy 
5 ) in that area are Nathaniel Peffer’s Must We Fight in Asia? (Harper, 1935. $2.50)

ie Recent news and views need to be supplemented with historical reading and 
> with fuller considerations of the material interests at stake. Good historical 
reading is furnished by recent revised editions of two well-known works: 
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A History of the Far East in Modern Times, by Harold M. Vinacke (Crofts, 1933. 
$5); and The Far East—a Political and Diplomatic History, by Payson J. Treat 
(Harper, 1935. $5; student’s ed., $4). Reliable new textbooks are George N. 
Steiger’s History of the Far East (Ginn, 1936. $4.75) and S. F. Bemis’s A Dip. 
lomatic History of the United States (Holt, 1936. $5). The second task of sup- 
plying information about the material interests at stake is performed by the 
Far Eastern Survey, a fortnightly research organ of the American Council, Insti- 
tute of Pacific Relations (129 E. Fifty-second St., N. Y. $2.50 p. a.) and by a 
more popular pamphlet in part based on Survey data—Miriam S. Farley’s 
America’s Stake in the Far East (1.P.R., 1936. 25c). 

Political and economic issues cannot, of course, be sharply separated; nor are 
American interests in the Far East successfully studied apart from European and 
other foreign interests there. This will be clearly demonstrated in Problems of the 
Pacific, 1936, proceedings of the recent I. P.R. conference in Yosemite National 
Park (Univ. of Chic., 1937. $5). Some aspect or other of the international 
implications of national developments in the Far East is discussed in almost 
every number of Pacific Affairs, quarterly organ of the I.P.R. (N.Y. $2 p. a.) 
and in a whole raft of I. P.R. pamphlets published in 1936. Grover Clark has 
recently drawn The Balance Sheet of Imperialism (Columbia Univ., 1936. $2.75); 
and the strategic consequences of movements of national expansion are shown 
by Walter H. Millis in The Future of Sea Power in the Pacific (1.P.R., 1935. 
25c); and by Quincy Wright in Diplomatic Machinery in the Pacific (1.P.R., 
1936. 25c)—the last named a convenient classification of all agreements govern- 
ing international relations in that area, showing at a glance their respective scope. 
For the Japanese side of the story one can recommend War and Diplomacy in 
the Japanese Empire, by Tatsuji Takeuchi (Doubleday, 1935. $4.50). A more 
objective study is The Sino-Japanese Controversy and the League of Nations, by 
W. W. Willoughby (Johns Hopkins, 1935. $5). Brief popular introductions are 
George H. Blakeslee’s Conflicts of Policy in the Far East (World Peace Founda- 
tion, 8 W. Fortieth St., N. Y., 1934. 25c), Militarism in Japan, by Kenneth W. 
Colegrove (The Foundation, 1936. 75¢), and the Foreign Policy Association's 
“Headline Book,” Clash in the Pacific (Grosset & Dunlap, 1936. 35c). For more 
serious students there are some of the Association’s Reports, notably VIII, 24, 1933. 


and IX, 23, 1934 (25¢ each). 


Economic Causes oF ConFLict 
There is nothing new in the shift of international conflict from the economic to 


the political arena. Resources, population, trade, colonial possessions make up the 
pattern of international life in the Pacific; and though it contains few political 
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data, the Economic Handbook of the Pacific Area, edited by Frederick V. Field 
(Doubleday, 1934. $5), is an almost indispensable source book unless a whole 
array of national yearbooks is kept. Edith Ellen Ware’s Business and Politics in 
the Far East (Yale Univ., 1932. $3) also is illuminating. There are, however, 
well-marked special areas of international economic conflict in the Far East; and 
these are discussed not only in some of the works already quoted, but also in 
separate studies. Thus, the quest for raw materials makes up much of the history 
of colonial conquest. Ores and Industry in the Far East, by H. F. Bain (Council 
of Foreign Relations, 45 E. Sixty-fifth St., N. Y., 1927. $3.50), may be regarded 
as a geographic specialization of World Minerals and World Politics, by C. K. 
Leith (McGraw-Hill, 1931. $2); and both have their larger background in The 
Strategy of Raw Materials by Brooks Emeny (Macmillan, 1934. $3). Note also 


- the informing pamphlet on Raw Materials, Population Pressure and War, by 


Sir Norman Angell (World Peace Foundation, 1936. 35c). For the Far East 
there are two specialized I.P.R. studies: The Position of China as a Producer 
of Raw Materials and a Consumer of Manufactured Products (1933. 25c), and 
Supply of Raw Materials in Japan (1933. 25c). The Far Eastern Survey teems 
with articles in this subject field. 

The importance of population pressure as a fundamental cause of national 
expansion and, hence, of international conflict has been somewhat deflated of 
late. A single reference will suffice: Population Theories and Their Application— 
with Special Reference to Japan, by E. F. Penrose (Stanford Univ., 1934. $3.50). 

Deflated also have been some of the exaggerated earlier expectations of the 
market offered by the Far East for Western products, and this partly because of 
the poverty of the people and partly because of the rapidity with which the Far 
East itself is becoming industrialized. Much of present international conflict is 
around Eastern Industrialization and Its Effect on the West, as described by 
G. F. Hubbard (Oxford Univ., 1935. $7), and there is a considerable literature 
about industrial progress in China and Japan—on which the I. P.R. will be glad 
to provide inquirers with further references. Most immediately useful, probably, 
isa pamphlet on Trade and Trade Rivalry Between the United States and Japan, 
by W. W. Lockwood, Jr. (I.P.R., 1936. 50c). 

How this growth affected the currents of world trade and became the occasion 
for national economic strategies which in the end all but strangled the trade of 
the Pacific is shown by Philip G. Wright in Trade and Trade Barriers in the 
Pacific (Stanford Univ., 1935. $4). W.:L. Holland, Research Secretary of the 
LP.R., is editor of a symposium on Commodity Control in the Pacific Area (Stan- 
ford Univ., 1935. $5) which illustrates some recent attempts to mitigate inter- 
national rivalry for markets. 
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Tue Wivenep Area or Conriict 

Another interesting opportunity for watching the interplay of political and 
economic forces is offered by the developments now taking place in the north- 
eastern region. Manchuria, Mongolia, and the Soviet Far East have come into 
the struggle for power as strategically important areas. The last named is seeing 
a rapid economic growth, accelerated by military and political considerations, 
Mongolia, as yet largely undeveloped, may well be the chief arena of conflict just 
because it is the borderland between civilizations. Manchuria is being forced out 
of its natural development by Japanese interests. Recent Manchurian develop- 
ments are described in the pamphlet Manchuria Since 1931, by John R. Stewart 
(I. P. R., 1936. 25c) and in many articles in Pacific Affairs, Far Eastern Survey, 
and Asia. The only inclusive source of current information is the Japan-Man- 
choukuo Year Book (H. W. Wilson, 1937. Price to libraries, $7). 

As Manchurian troops penetrate the Mongolian wilds, that great expanse, too, 
has become an area of concern to Americans. There is as yet no satisfactory 
comprehensive book on Mongolia by an American, though Owen Lattimore’s 
The Frontiers of Inner Asia, shortly to be published, may prove to be such. In the 
meantime, there is Thomas A. Bisson’s Outer Mongolia—a New Danger Zone 
in the Far East (Foreign Policy Association, Report 19, November 1935. 25¢). 

More serious is the absence, as yet, of a guide in English to the amazing 
economic growth of the Soviet Far East. The most available source thus far is 
a series of three pamphlets prepared in 1936 for the I.P.R.: The Economic 
Development of the Soviet Far East (35c); The Forest Wealth of the Soviet 
Far East and Its Exploitation (40c); Nature and Natural Resources of the Soviet 
Far East (50c). Several of the Foreign Policy Association Reports deal with 
special phases of Soviet Far Eastern development and policy. Incidentally, no 
more striking contrast could have been planned than that afforded by the publica- 
tion, simultaneous with these pamphlets, of Chen Han-seng’s study of Landlord 
and Peasant in South China (International Publishers, 1936. $2)—as a sample 
of a disturbed agrarian economy—and Hoon K. Lee’s Land Utilization and 
Agrarian Economy in Korea (1.P.R., 1937. $4)—as a sample of colonial exploitation. 

The countries of Southeastern Asia, while not in the immediate area of inter- 
national political conflict, are definitely factors in it as is shown by Willard 
Price in Pacific Adventure (Reynal & Hitchcock, 1936. $3). Space here permits 
mention of only two recent books bearing upon the biggest American responsi- 
bility in that area: The Commonwealth of the Philippines, by George A. Malcolm 
(Appleton-Century, 1936. $5), and Philippine Independence, by Grayson L. Kirk 
(Farrar & Rinehart, 1936. $2.50).
